Iu 
tbe first 


|ilnco, tlis noise iiiado by rave-mi of tlieao 
machines iu one room ia absolutely fearful. 
I wanted lo stuff my cars with cotton; but I 
thought that would not be very civil to niy 
guidOi and after a littlo wliiiu I got used to 
it,and soon found myself so much interested 
that I really forgot the noise. Soma ma- 
chines nip on" Iho tacks so fast that n stream 
of finished tacks runs down ft tin lube into 
a reservoir—thousands in a tuimite. Lis- 
ten to tho licking of Iho clock, and reflect 
that al least twenty lacks are snapped off. 
But I must tell you how they do it. Firsl, 
Iho iron bur, as it comet from Iho iron- 
works, is put between immense rollers, 
irhiuh Mullen it out as nicely as a cook can 
roll out pio-cru.st with n rolling-pin. 
The 


bar of iron "m thus made inlo a sheet, just 
thick enough for tho nails they want to 
make. It goes next to the slilting-machiuc, 
which 
makes

about cutting paper. H is cut 
11 littlo 


longer than tho nail is to bo, because tho 
heads are to bo made. When Iho strips of 
iron are all ready,a man takes one, and slips 
the end into tho steel jaws I told you of. 
Those jaws aro worked by steam-power, and 
instantly they bile off a nail, whilo n furious 
little hammer springs out suddenly, and 
with one blow on the end of Ihe bit of iron 
flattens it, aud thus makes a'head. 
If you 


want to kuow what n blow it must be, take 
a pieco of iron and try (o pound n head on 
it yourself. 
Tho instant Ihe head is made, 


the jaws open, ami Ihl) mill drops out lin- 
ished. Of course it is done much quicker 
than I hare been lelliug you, for a uiftchino 
can make brads (which I needn't tell tho 
boys are small nails without heads) at the 
rate of three thousand a minute. It ia said 
that "figures won't lie," and I hope they 
won't but I must admit that it is hard lo be- 
lieve lhat story.

Afler the tacks corns out of the machine, 


they are "blued," as it is called. It. is done 
by heating Iheui iu an oven or an iron plate. 
Then they are sent lo tUe packing-rcoa,, 
where ouo girl cau weigh aud put into 
papers 
two thousand papers of tacks in B 


day. 
There's another tough stery, but my 


guide assured mo it was true. How many kind 
of nails cau you name? You will probably 
be surprised to hoar that two hundred kinds 
of nails aro inado iu one faclory, beginning 
with spikes which weigh nearly half a pound 
flash, aud eudiug with the tiuiost kind of 
tftcks, not a quarter of an inch long.—[Har- 
per's Bazar.
